nearly 4 o’clock this morning, owing to the ef- 
forte made to press the passage of the Irish 
Church bill to its second reading. The proceed- 
ings, which were highly interesting and impor- 
tant, attracted a great crowd of spectators, 
among whom were the Prince of WaLzs and the 
Duke of CAMBRIDGE. The benches, lobbies, gal- 
leries, and every available space, were filled 
with people, who remamed until the final result. 

Lord HATHERLEY took the floor immediately 
On the conclusion of Lord WrEsTBury’s speech, 

‘warmly supported the bill. He said that 
whatever were the shortcomings of Mr, BricuT 
and Mr. GLADSTONE, the want. of clearness was 
eertainly not one of them. Last year both of 
these gentlemen unfolded the policy to be pur- 
sued. ‘He regretted the long delay in an act of 
justice, and asserted that it was the right 
of the State to interfere and regulate 
property for religious and charitable purposes 
‘when opposed to the public good and when it 
could be better and more usefully appropriated. 
He said that the acts of ELIZABETH clearly in- 
tended the Church to be that of the nation. He 
drew a fearful picture of the manner in which 
the policy had béen: carried out, but, he said, it 
had entirely failed, although seconded by the 
Bishops and clergy. The attempt to forcea 
hostile Church 6n a people was the root of all 
evils.. Ireland exonerated the clergy of the 
present day for complicity in these acts, but the 
edium attached and descended tothem. The 
present measure was only one to establish a new 
epoch in the religion of Ireland; instead of ruin- 
ing, to give the Church for the first time a fair 
field and chance of conciliating the people. He 
strongly defended the justice, necessity and 
sound policy of the bill. He agreed with the 
idea adyanced by some, that it would be better 
to devote a part of the funda accruing to ednca- 
tion; but as the nation was unable to agree to 
ita use in that way, there was no course to bé 
pursed but that specified in the bill. ‘The till 
was fully indorsed; by the country... In coticlu- 
sion he exhorted the House to a calm considera- 
tion of the great measure iirespective of party 
feelings, and expressed his belief that all would 
uniie in the desire to settle the question on a far 
and impartial basis. _ i ates : 

At midnight Lord Carns took the floor in op- 
position to the bill, He said the subject had 
been fully exhausted, together with the charges 
against the Church as being a “badge of con- 
quest” and a mission that lad failed. The as- 
giatance required to énforce the périal ipws in 
ireland, the denial of the rule that the 
sovereign is in possession of the land, and the 
fact of an Irish Parliament sitting ‘at: London 
were greater badges of conquest. The Church 
proclaimed Christianity and trath to all who 
were willing to receive; so her mission 
was not a failure. With regard to the 
penal laws the Church ought’ not now 
to be blamed for them, failing to be be- 
fore her age, @ hundred and fifty years ago. 
The union of Church and State was the only se- 
eurity for religious freédom and independence 
of thought, and it could not be severed without 
shocking the Protestantism of the country to its 
very foundations. ; 

After speaking nearly three hours, Lord 
CatrnNs sat down amid prolofiged cheering from 
the Conservative benches. 

Earl GRANVILLE replied to Lord Carmns briefly, 
and then at3 o’clock, amid the wildest excite- 
ment, the House of Lords proceeded to divide on 
the question: “Shall the bill be read the second 
time?’ The result was announced as follows:

foreign policy, or acquiescence in the viola- 
tion of law in behalfof the Cuban insurrec- 
tionists, is something more than folly. It is 
an attempt of schemers, who care more for 
their own sinister objects. than for the repu- 
tation of the President or the country; or of 
professional mischief-makers who, for the 
sake of excitement, pander to the vilest pas- 
sions, regardless of the effect upon the ma- 
terial interests of the Republic. 

The statesmanship that is needed. now is 
not of the aggressive order ; it is of the cool, 
comprehensive, well-balanced, conciliatory 
and practical character which shall repair 
it has produced, reéstablish relations of 
amity and confidence between North and 
South, impart smoothness and strength to 
the operations of business and finance, and 
give to industry and enterprise the ‘relief 
that may be obtainable from the readjust- 
ment and reduction, of burdens which op- 
press them. The attainment of these objects 
is the great want of the day, and that Gov- 
ernment will best consult ite duty which 
devotes to them its constant, earnest atten- 


tion. The performance of this daty, how- 


ever, implies none of the violent niin of 
management which the sensation-mongers 
demand. On the contrary, its fulfillment re- 
quires vigilant resistance to further causes 
of embarrassment, and a quiet, patient 
prosecution of labors, with which mere dash 
or daring has nothing in common. The safe 
and practical qualities of statesmanship are 
those called for by the country; and the ex- 
ercise of these will secure to the Adminis- 
tration a glory more lasting than anyit could 
acquire by fostering fillibusterism or inviting 
foreign trouble. 

This course is not inconsistent with the 
maintenance of a just position in regard to 
the Alabama claims. The platform of the 
Vermont Republicans expresses the prevail- 
ing feeling upon the subject: 

Resolved, That we have confidence that the Admin- 


istration will wisely and firmly protect the interests 
and dignity of the nation in respect to our just claims 


finds it for her interest to make settlement. 

Af;wise and firm protection of the inter- 
ests and dignity of the nation will bet- 
ter comport with moderation and’ success 
in the administration of home affairs than 
with the hectoring, offensive tone which 
the President is advised by his enémies 
to adopt.
